Tbe Inillaiion Of Sloney Votes by the 
Lower Ilousei 

If the coDBeqaencos of tbe ovil acts 
of roling powers fell alone apoa them 
selves, it would be yr.ell. But the mis- 
fortane is thai the blindDess of bigo 
try, the raadnees of ambition, and the 
disboticBty of dii)lomacy find their 
viotims principally amongst the ioDO 
eont and unoffending. When error 
sitB :in the seat of power and aot hority, 
and is generated in high places, it may 
be compared in its effoots to that tor 
rent which originates in the mountain 
and sweeping down tbe sides carrieb 
devastation into* tbe vale. Thud ii ih 
that if the mistakes of our Qoverc 
ment and the! Legislature were to lali 
upon the perpetrators, as they deserve 
to do, a just punishment would bo 
meted out, and not a band would 
bo raised by tho peoplo to iivort tint 
Btroko. Unfortunately, iho wrong-doin 
of therulerafalls upon itio ruled, und ihu 
misery endured by tho luttcr ia too 
often escaped onliroly, and at most 
only shared by tho former. Tho do 
plorablo eflfectB of tho " deadlock " on 
tho Colony at liirgo cannot bo ovcrcs- 
timatod. Tho confidence existing in 
the minds of niany that an improved 
state of things was ahout to dawn on 
tho Colony, has been aUnost obliterat- 
ed by this last and blighting viriita-- 
tiou — brought about by the stupidity 
and dishonesty of tho Lower, and tho 
obstinacy of the Upper IIouho. Tbe 
question on which thu " deadlock " has 
arisen is ono that intimately ailecis 
tho constitutional rights ol tho Crown 
in this Goloiiy, viz : the ]josition as^ 
Bumed by the Lower liuuso iii their 
assorted right to initiate money- 
grants. This right has always been 
exorcised by tho Crown, in manner 
following: Tho Govt rnor finds thai 
he requires a certain sum of money to 
carry on tho Government, and 
calls on tho Legislative Assembly to 
veto tho neceshary sura. Tho Assnm-- 
bly has contented itself with exercis- 
ing a privilege, never denied it, ol' 
lowering or striking out tho items ol' 
expenditure proposed, liut previous 
to tho Session that has just closed, it 
has never asserted its right to increase 
tho amount required or to introduce 
now items of espondituro that were 
not asked for by tho Jixeoutive. On 
this assumed right tbe House has o^et 
with determined opposition on tho 
part of the Eseoative and the Legis- 
lative Ooanoilj which bodies maintain 
' that) the power to initiate moneys 
graots is alooe vested in the Grown, 
and that the asBumption of the As- 
sembly is an attempt to exercise Exi 
eoative functions. Tbe position of the 
Asaembiy, explained in a lew words, is tb!8 : 
thai VanooDver Island, beiog a Biitish Oo- 
lony, ita inbabitants mast possess tbe riubts 
ol Eaglisbmen ; that tbo Huusc of Com- 
moDi, being the representative body of tbe 
EDglish, posseases tbe riyhls of tbe Englisb 
comrocDera ; therefore ibe House of ABseoi- 
bl; of 'Vaecouver Island possesses similar 
rigbta, cbiefl; because it does not possess a 
wriueo cooslitntion saying tbe contrary. So, 
beoanse it does not posseea any constitntioD 
(that is confessed}, granting special or i\uy 
privileges ; thereiore it must possess ovny 
privilege it chooses to assurt, or at leust fucli 
ni-|urc exercised by tliu House of Ccmmuiie. 
How long bava Eogliiib OoloDiee possessed 
all tbe rights ezeroised by Eoglisbmen 7 
Before or since tbe American war ? before or 
slooe tbe Canadian rebellion 7 before or ainoe 
tbe eatablisbmeiit of the Colony ol British 
lumbia ? before or since tbo ineurrcctlon in Ja- 
mnica ? Wby, tho very icrtn " colonial sys- 
tem," implies nioro or lofs a siibberviunce 
and obodienco to IJcr Mnjuniy's Guvurnniuril. 
tbe only admitted pnncipio being (and it 
was only admitted since ibu Amuriuun revo' 
lution,) '* that tbe people cannot bo taxed ex- 
cepting tbey be represented." Tbe people 
are taxed and represented in British Colum- 
bia. Does tbo Conncil o( I5rilisb Cohinibiii 
assort that it ponsesscs, orul will exur- 
oiso all tho riglila of tlio 15iili»li Huii,-o 
of ^Ciimmons ? Yet tlia; Cohiiiy Ims' 
been catubliBlied «incu lliu ono nf Vnn- 
oanver Island, and il is nt leuat prububle tlial 
Her Miijesty's Uovernraent possesses a col- 
onial s} stem under which certain privile^o" 
are granted to legislatores. Will the privi 
leges thereby granted confer on the House ol 
Assembly the ''rigbta" which tho mombbrs 
assert to bo theirs? or upon tho Losjislntive 
Couooil the ri(^bts whiuli the nieinbors pro- 
same to bolonf; to lliein ? Tlio Houses ol 
Parliament did inl consiiiute ilie LogiHlaiure 
of Varcouver Island, but tbo Crown did b^ 
proolamation. Would or could tbo Crown 
oonfer oo tbe people of this Colony all tbe 
lights and privileges of tbe House of Con;- 
mons of England? Wonld it not rather have 
oonferted such rights ns Ibo ''Colonial sysioni 
granted" and nono oibcr 1 Having rbi'wii Hint 
tho Colony ig niider tbo tnln aid 
gnidanoo of tlia motlicr ciunilry, luid 
that it poasesRos only those rights and priv- 
ileges that Bto granted to it ; bbvlog shewn 
tbe absurdity of the poBitioo laken by tbe 
HoQse of Ansembly, viz: bcoauKe it has not 
a constitution dtfiued by Act ol Parliament, 
that therefore it poasesRos Ibo constitutional 
rights and privikgon of ibc House of Oom- 
iDons of England, or in other words, that tie 
tigbti^ADd ^privileges of tho people of 'Van. 



ouver Island ore tbe same as thoBe ol 
Great Britain ; and having shewn iho ptob> 
bility that tba rights nod privileges of tho 
House of Assembly are regulated by tho 
colonial ayateni " of Eogland, when noi 
tbcrwiso expressed, (that is to say : when a 
ijoloay has not a written constitution) it 
mast have an understood ooostitution accor- 
ding (0 certain rules and legalations ; it is 
tolerably easy to pass to tbe resolntions re> 
jantly agreed upon by the Assembly. 
I'hey are bused upon tbo presumption, or 
assumption, that the Aasembly ataoda in the 
position of tbe Commons ; the Council of 
tim Lords ; and the Governor of tbe Crown. 
But let any one look at these three bodies, 
and asli whelbei tbe Legislature beie ia con- 
stitnted like that of England. If they re 
eemble tbe Qovernmeiit of Englaod, bow is 
it that tbera Is not a miuislty or a respon- 
sible aystem of Governraent? It is ubsuid 
to say that tho House possofses tbe oonaii. 
tutioo of the Commons, and at the same 
time to bo constantly aslcing her Majesty's 
Government to loorease its privileges by ini 
atitating a Responsible Goveromeot of some 
l<ind or offaer. Tbere'is a B&poosible GoV" 
urnmoot now, the Executive being r&sponai- 
bla to Her Majesty's Government. Tbo 
responsibility asked fof ia, that the GcTcr::.- 
meot may be rospooiible to the people. 
Now if the Government Lore ia of that low 
grade thai Ibe Governor ia responsible to 
the Home Qovernmont, surely it wilt notbe 
attempted to establish that theOjegisIature 
possesses tbe same power as the British Leg- 
islature? The fact is, the Esecative ol 
Great Britain is responsible to tho Legis- 
lature; but hero tho Execntive is not ro- 
j^ponsiblo to tho Lcgialaturo, but to thoCtown. 
rbot ibis ey^tem ouijht not to be tbe caso, is 
one thing— that t( is so is anotbcr ; but things 
must be taken as they are, not as ibey ought 
to bo. For tbe Uoasa to assert (bat it 
dcea possess this, that or tbe other thing, 
wben it should have said that it ought to 
posseea so and so, is a mistake. To say that 
it does possess il, ia not tbo way to acquire 
power. To gain power, a conatilutiona 
course must be adopted, and that coureo is 
tc ask Her Msjesty'a. Qcvermuont to grant 
it ; but of what ose is it aaking for a power 
wnoQ tbo House asserts in its resolutions that 
it ulieudy posaesses more power than the 
House of Commons, . or indeed ..(ban any 
Responsible Ooveromeat, in money matters ?

AecBNT OF Mount Hood.— A party onnsist- 
ing of the Rev. Dr Atkinson and Son, Bsv. 
James DeorJofi, Dr Whitehead, U. S. A ; 
J. Higgles, D. D. Clark, D. Uarvey and A 
Wood, have succeeded in scaling the sums 
niit of Mount llood in Oregon, The foilowc 
ing Is their report: Owing to the warm 
weather and tho advanced season, immenso 
chasms in the snow baro formed, rendering 
our jonroey exceedingly perilonsand difficult. 
The grand result of this expedition is the 
measurement of the mountain. Mount Uood 
stands unrivalled among the mountains of 
North America. By an approved method, 
viz: the boiling of water, and thermometer, 
we ascertained its height to be 17,640 feet 
above tho level of the sea, (for tho thermomet- 
er stood at 18d° io a hollow 40 feet below 
the pinnacle.) Our two baromaters failed to 
indicate the enormous height, ot>a for its 
abort graduations, the other for its short 
spring. The former mn.do an entire revolu- 
tion upon tbe dial, and its indications will be 
herealler computed. Tho mass of the oioun- 
tain is volcanic lava and ashes. There is a 
crater yet open and constantly emitting 
■nipburous vapor. Glaciers are tbers also, 
as on Mont BlanOi'Goniposed ol clear blue 
ice, gradually sliding down tbe awful rav- 
ines. The Flora is beautiful, almost purely 
Alpine. We gathered specimens of more 
than thirty species peculiar to tbe mountain, 
all of which are new to tbe sciences
